Governor Roosevelt has announced 
that he will include National Defense 
as one of the subjects for a major ad- 
dress during his present interstate tour. 
This is good news. The country should 
know precisely where a presidential and 
all other national candidates stand, es-

portance as the security of the country. 
Mr. Roosevelt served as Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy during the World War. 
He was ardent at that time for a power- 
ful Fleet. Let us hope that that con- 
tinues to be his attitude.

But the Democratic Platform pledges 
the Party to make a survey of the 
Armed Forces in order to reduce appro- 
priations “fast approaching a billion dol- 
lars.’ Aside from the fact that this 
statement is not true, it carries with it 
the implication that there will be slashes 
of the current appropriations. In this 
connection, I note that Brig. Gen. Hugh 
§. Johnson, who resigned from the Reg- 
ular Army after the war, was one of the 
experts consulted last Sunday by Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt. General Johnson is in 
the employ of Bernard M. Baruch, who 
is a Democrat. Mr. Baruch, in an ar- 
tide on governmental economy published 
in the September number of Nation’s 
Business, proposed a cut of $100,000,000 
in the appropriations for the War De- 
partment and $75,000,000 in those for 
the Navy Department. He argued that 
these sums could be eliminated through 
lump sum appropriations, and by con- 
centration of the Army, abandonment of 
posts and stations and useless navy 
yards, and by expending under the Gen- 
eral Board’s direction $275,000,000 in- 
stead of the present itemized amounts 
for the Navy. When the Governor 
speaks, it will be interesting to note 
whether he expresses the same views as 
Mr. Baruch and which may have been 
suggested to him through the medium of 
General Johnson.

If Governor Roosevelt 
elected, who will be his Secretary of 
War and Secretary of the Navy: Some 
Say General Johnson will be the former 
and Ex-Governor Byrd, brother of the 
Naval Arctic explorer, the latter. I 
rather think the former suggestion not 
likely, but there is no doubt of the 
chances of the Virginian politician for 
the naval portfolio. If President Hoover 
should be reelected, the impression 
is current that Assistant Secretary 
Jahncke will succeed his able chief. Be- 
cause of the fact that he hails from 
Louisiana, it is not regarded as likely 
that he would be promoted. It is said 
in official circles there is no thought of 
Mr. Jahncke for the Cabinet.

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Warn National Guard 
of Impending Threats 


A warning to the friends of National 
Defense that fhey may expect “another 
attack when Congress reconvenes was 
voiced by Col. Frederick H. Payne, the 
Assistant Secretary of War, in address- 
ing the convention of the National 
Guard Association of the United States 
yesterday in Norfolk. Va. 

After recounting the history of the 
legislative battle against the efforts to 
hamstring the Army at the last session, 
Colonel Payne said: 

“Our successful defensive battle 
should not blind us to the fact that 
future attacks are to be anticipated. 
Congress reconvenes in December with 
the same men in office who sought to 
accomplish such fundamental harm to 
our military policy last spring and sum- 
mer. They will probably renew their 
efforts to nullify the military: system es- 
tablished by the National Defense Act. 
It therefore behooves us to be upon our 
guard. We are citizens, voters and tax- 
payers as well as soldiers. It is our 
right, it is our duty to insist that mili- 
tary appropriations be spent for a na- 
tional defense that really defends. 

“The necessity of maintaining a suffi- 
cient force to insure our national secur- 
ity is recognized by President Hoover. 
Recently, though pressed by the most 
urgent need for economy in governmen- 
tal expenditures, he exclaimed: ‘I in- 
sist upon an Army and a Navy of a 
strength that guarantees that no foreign 
soldier will land on American soil.’ 
Such a ringing declaration should re- 
ceive the whole-hearted support of every 
patriotic American. Let us stand ready 
to support and to maintain the Army of 
the United States at a strength that 
will insure our national peace and 
safety.” 

Commending the work of the National 
Guard Colonel Payne said: 

“In spite of the difficulties arising 
from lack of funds, the National Guard 
has just completed one of the most suc- 
cessful outdoor training seasons of its 
Listory. Curtailed appropriations have 
served to delay the organization of badly 
needed divisional units, but there has 
been no sacrifice in the training stand- 
ards of existing organizations. You have 
accepted our present difficulties in the 
spirit of a challenge. I congratulate you 
on the manner in which that challenge 
has been met. 

“In another field also the National 
Guard has done commendable work dur- 
ing the past year. None of us need to 
be told that the depression from which 
we are emerging has been attended by 
tremendous economic and social stresses. 
Yet the whole period has been character- 
ized by a most fortunate absence of pop- 
ular unrest and by an almost universal 
refusal on the part of any important sec- 
tion of our people to express privation 
and suffering in terms of violence. It is 
a state of affairs which is almost unpre- 
eedented in modern history. How has it 
happened? The most important factor 
has been undoubtedly the splendid spirit 
of the American. people who have met 
their difficulties with courage and intel- 
ligence, and who have steadily refused 
to despair. Another potent influence has

No Service Deficiency Bills 


The Army finishes its hearings before 
the Bureau of the Budget today, and 
will await the action of that office on its 
recommendations. Information as to 
what is in the budget is not made public 
until it is presented to Congress, but 
officials of each department is informed 
of the Bureau’s action some time before 
this. Hearings on the Navy estimates 
were concluded a week or so ago, but 
no decision has been made by the Bud- 
get as yet, it was stated yesterday. 

Whatever the fate of next year’s bud- 
get. it is definitely decided that there 
will be no deficiency appropriations for 
the Army and Navy, except possibly a 
small amount for payment of claims. 
No trouble, however, will be presented 
as to the appropriation “Pay of the 
Army,” for which deficiency appropria- 
tions have been necessary the last two 
years. Because of a higher percentage 
of reenlistments than anticipated and 
because fewer men are buying out 
(which money went into the appropria- 
tion), the funds for pay in those years 
proved insufficient and would have 
meant reducing the enlisted strength of 
the Army below 110,000 had not a defi- 


ciency been created. This year, how- 
ever, owing to the fact the money saved 


from the pay “freeze” and the reduction 
in allowances does not have to he im- 
pounded, the appropriation for pay is 
sufficient. 

The war reserve however will be de- 
pleted considerably as a result of the 
denial of deficiency appropriations. Un- 
der an agreement reached with congres-

New Mobilization Plan 


A new military organization has been 
set up in the states of Ohio, Indiana, 
Kentucky, and West Virginia. Its pur- 
pose is the prompt handling of the Army 
of the United States in time of war. 

Reassignment of duties has been made 
for 54 officers and 67 men of the Reg- 
ular Army. As most of these officers 
will continue to live and work in the 
same place as before with the Organized 
Reserves, the reorganization may appear 
like a paper change, but actually this 


step is far reaching. 
Maj. Gen. H. A. Drum, Commanding 
the Fifth Corps Area, comprising the 


states of Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky and 
West Virginia, has been studying the 
organization and readiness for mobiliza- 
tion of this Corps Area since his assign- 
ment there last winter. General Drum 
realized that smoothness and effective- 
ness of mobilization required an under- 
lying organization established and oper- 
ating in peace which would continue in 
war time expansion. Such an organiza- 
tion he visualized and has now estab- 
lished by instituting the Fifth Corps 
Area Service Command. To this com- 
mand has been assigned the Corps Area 
mobilization which includes: 

a. The classifying and assigning of 
individuals and moving them to units. 

b. The organizing, supplying, train- 
ing and shipping of organizations to the 
front. 

In peace this new command will be 
used for the administration and training 
of the Organized Reserves. This is a

Navy Dept. Invites Bids 
for New Heavy Cruiser 


Bids for the construction of Heavy 
Cruiser No. 39, were invited from ship- 
building companies this week. It is ex- 
pected that the vessel will be laid down 
some time in January for completion in 
36 months. 

While this lone addition to the Navy’s 
fighting strength is thus assured, deci- 
sion is awaited as to what new construc- 
tion will be provided for in the budget 
for the fiscal year 1934, now before the 
Bureau of the Budget. The Navy De- 
partment, in their estimates ask for the 
four destroyers which were authorized 
in 1916 and for Heavy Cruiser No. 40, 
which under the London Naval Treaty 
may be laid down on Jan. 1, 1934. 

In view of the President’s direction 
that the total Governmental budget be 
cut a half a billion dollars, it is by no 
means certain that this program, only a 
fraction of what an annual replacement 
program would be, will be approved. Any 
further construction, however, cannot be 
included in the budget until authorized 
by Congress. Five heavy cruisers, au- 
thorized in 1929, may not be built under 
the limitations of the London Treaty, 
although if Congress fails to enact the 
Vinson or Hale bills next winter, it is 
believed that the construction of a few 
light cruisers will be sought under this 
authorization. 

However, it is the lack of destroyers 
and aircraft carriers which have naval 
officials worried at present. All of our 
present destroyers are of war-time con- 
struction and are now or within a few 
months will be overage. Practically ob- 
solete now compared with the modern 
vessels of this class possessed by the 
other naval powers of the world, the 
Navy will be practically without destroy- 
ers in 1936 if no further vessels are 
authorized and built. On the first of 
January, 1936, assuming the vessels now 
authorized are laid down, the Navy will 
have but 18,000 tons of destroyers, 132,- 
000 tons short of the tonnage allowed for 
this class under the London Treaty. 

The situation as to aircraft carriers 
is equally bad. Allowed 135,000 tons by 
treaty, in 1936 there will be but 79,800 
tons, if Congress fails to provide addi- 
tional construction. The Lexington and 

Saratoga, 33,000-ton vessels, and the 
Ranger, 13,800 tons, now building, will 
be the only carriers bearing the Amer- 
ican flag on the seas on that date. In 
submarines, the United States will be 
some 23,000 tons short of the treaty 
limit of 52,700 tons, while in light cruis- 
ers the shortage will be 73,000 tons, if 
no additions to the 70,500 tons now in 
the fleet are made. With Great Britain 
and Japan building to treaty limits in 
practically every category, the United 
States will sink to a third rate naval 
power, if Congress fails to act. 

Some consideration is being given a 
proposal that the Navy Department urge 
the adoption of a smaller program than 
that provided in the Vinson bill, with 
the idea that Congress is in no mood to 
pass a large program, but might put 
through a smaller one. It is stated, 
however, that no decision will be made 
in regard to a Navy Department pro- 
gram until after the elections. It is

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Press Urges Navy Upbuilding; Demands Passage of Vinson Treaty Bill 


Facing the facts as to our naval strength, leading newspapers of the country 
are calling for the enactment of the Vinson bill at the next session of Congress. 
In a number of editorials published during the past week or so, attention is called 
to the state into which the Navy has fallen, and to the activity of other world 
powers which threatens to reduce us to a third rate position. Immediate laying 
down of ships is urged. 





“In spite of the ebullition of politics,” states the Washington Post, “a non- 
political issue presses forward for attention. The United States Navy is sinking 
into a position of inferiority to the Japanese navy and far below the strength of 
the British fleet. At the London naval conference the United States demanded 
parity with Britain and that right was recognized. Yet Congress has failed to 
build up the American Navy, and its vessels are becoming obsolete so fast that by 
1936 it will not be able to guarantee national security.” 





“Economy is indispensable to the economic welfare of the nation, but safety 
and security come first,” declares the Dayton, Ohio, Journal. “Accepting the figures 
presented as authentic, the United States is rapidly losing its quota advantages. 
Not only is the British navy stronger, but the Japanese navy is gathering strength. 
This country cannot afford to scrap ships and limit the building of new ships as 
long as the present situation exists.” 





“The Navy Department is making ready to present to Congress at the coming 
short session its ten-year construction plan, which will cost in the aggregate about 
$600,000,000," comments the New York Evening Post. “It is highly desirable that 
the bill embodying this program should be passed at as early a date as possible, 


Urging enactment of the Vinson bill, the Philadelphia Public Ledger states: 
“If it is contended that $600,000,000 is a great deal of money for a Government 
which is facing a huge deficit to spend, it should be pointed out, in the first place 
that the navy has been shamefully neglected for the last decade, and in the second 
place, that the annual figures are not particularly imposing. 

“The cost of the program for the first year would be $18,000,000; for the 
second, $54,670,000; for the third, $89,844,000; for the fourth, $88,470,000; for the 
fith, $90,100,000; for the sixth, $70,000,000; for the seventh, $49,000,000; for the 
eighth, $36,200,000; for the ninth $42,400,000; the remainder of about $32,000,009 
to be carried over to subsequent years.” 





“The Vinson bill, which was prepared with the assistance of some of the 
ablest officers of the Navy,” comments the Brooklyn Citizen, “failed Of passage 
owing to the opposition of the White House and the so-called ‘little navy’ members 
of Congress. It is hoped that it will be passed at the next session and that Presi- 
dent Hoover will sign the measure.” 





From the Detroit News comes a blast of opposition. It states: “The big nayy 
boys have fired their first gun in the fall and winter campaign. * * * the new 
movement is as obscure in its origins and backers as was the celebrated bill intro. 
duced by Mr. Vinson. The ‘office of Naval Intelligence’ is credited with having 
prepared and launched the figures. “The highest officers of the Navy Department’ 
are said to be behind the movement.

New Mobilization Plan 
(Continued from First Page) 
natural duty as the Organized Reserves 
will furnish the units which fill in the 
gaps to complete and supplement the 
formation of the Corps and Armies, and 
the Area installations, which are not 
provided in the Regular Army and Na- 

tional Guard in time of peace. 

The Corps Area Service Command con- 
sists of the Fifth Corps Area Headquar- 
ters and organizations, principally the 
Regular Army, controlled by the Corps 
Area Commander: and the State Mili- 
tary Areas controlled by subordinate 
commanders. 

The new state organizations are:

Brig. Gen. George H. Jamerson, USA, 
Commanding. Col. Wait C. Johnson, Inf, 
Chief of Staff. Headquarters, Ft. Hayes, 
Columbus, Ohio.

All Reserve officers, with a few ex- 
ceptions, and reserve units will be as- 
signed to Military Areas and Districts. 
The personnel to operate the Corps Area 
Service Command in War will come 
from the Organized Reserves and some 
new assignments for that purpose are 
in prospect. Inactive training (schools, 
contact camps. correspondence courses) 
will be carried on by the districts. Re- 
serve officers assigned to Regular Army 
active units function as a part of them. 
The Administration, training and con- 
duct of schools for the Reserves has 
been decentralized in this new organiza- 
tion and less correspondence should re- 
sult. The transfer of records from Corps 
Area Headquarters has already begun. 
The personnel of Organized Reserve 
Commands or units remains the same, 
except that eventually the personnel of 
a unit wili all reside in the same mili- 
tary area. 

This reorganization does not effect the 
National Guard but the Corps Area Ser- 
vice Command will be ready to receive 





the National Guard on Mobilization and 
function for them as a part of the Army 
of the United States. 

The Service Command will function 
much as did the Service of Supply in 
France, of which General Drum was the 
head for a time after the Armistice. The 
key notes of the Organization will be 
speed and concentration for all tactical 
units including Regular Army, National 
Guard and Organized Reserves. The 
Service Command in War will provide 
the means for prompt organization and 
training of all units within its borders, 
to permit prompt shipment of completed, 
perfected units to the front. These will 
be relieved of all local supply and ad- 
ministration duties and will glue to the 
line of preparedness for battle. Military 
men in the Area and the War Depart- 
ment have greeted the new order with 
enthusiasm, seeing in it the actual appli- 
cation in peace of Genera] Drum’s ex- 
perience as Chief of Staff of the Amer- 
ican First Army in St. Mihiel and the 
Meuse Argonne where battle efficiency 
was the supreme test.

President Hoover will not fill the va- 
cancy on the Radio Commission, caused 
by the resignation of Maj. Gen. Charles 
McK. Saltzman, USA-ret., until after 
the elections. His decision not to act 
has given rise to reports that if he 
should be defeated he will fill no vacan- 
cies, leaving this duty to his successor. 
In that case, various appointments will 
be held up, though as a matter of cour- 
tesy the President in important instances 
probably would ask Mr. Roosevelt to 
indicate his choice and act accordingly. 
It would seem desirable, in view of the 
great interest of the Services in com- 
munications, that one of their number 
should be named to the post from which 
General Saltzman has retired. There 
is some talk of Maj. Gen. I. J. Carr, 
Chief Signal Officer, making application 
for retirement and receiving the Radio 
commission appointment. My informa- 
tion, however, is that General Carr will 
remain in active service.

Gen- 
eral Shanks offers a spirited defense of 
Major General McCain, Adjutant Gen- 
eral, disputes the March claim that he 
reorganized the General Staff. when as 
a matter of fact every division was in 
operation before the new Chief of Staff 
reached Washington from France, and 
recites the inside story of the orders 
issued to Maj. Gen. George W. Goethals 
to proceed to France. which orders were 
cancelled before embarkation. General 
Shanks pays a high tribute to the build- 
er of the Panama Canal and attributes 
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to him service in the war greater than 
that rendered upon the Isthmus. I am 
familiar with most of the facts as pre- 
sented by General Shanks, and there is 
no question as to the accuracy of his 
statements.

I am interested in knowing the reason 
for the circulation through official chan- 
nels in the Navy Department of a 
“notice to Navy Golf Tournament play- 
ers.” My friend Capt. Leigh Noyes 
signs the circular as “Chief of the 
Training Division, Bureau of Naviga- 
tion.” The tournament was held at the 
Army and Navy Club just across the 
Potomac, and besides the pleasures de- 
rived by the players was of value in 
keeping them in physical condition and 
meeting the requirements for exercise. 
I suggest it would be desirable to have 
these official circulars distributed, not 
to the few Bureaus in the Department, 
but to the Fleet, and in that way sti- 
mulate competition.

Senator Borah is advocating the in- 
dependence of the Philippines in less 
than nine years, as provided in the pend- 
ing bill. In so doing, he is expressing 
the wish of the beet sugar growers 
among his constituents. The latter na- 
turally want sugar placed upon the same 
basis with respect to the tariff as Cuba 
and other foreign countries. The inde- 
pendence bill is on the order of business 
of the Senate when Congress reassem- 
bles. The chances are that the measure 
will pass, and as a bill already has re- 
ceived the approval of the House, prob- 
ably an act will be presented to the 
President for his approval. The War 
and Navy Departments are watching de- 
velopments in connection with this legis- 
lation with intense interest, not only be- 
eause of the vast American interests 
involved, but because of the effect upon 
the Army and the Navy.

Brig. Gen. Pelham D. Glassford, re- 
tired, is no longer a policeman. After a 
stormy career as superintendent of the 
Washington Police Force, he resigned 
because his reassignment of the Chief 
of Detectives and the demotion of an 
inspector. were disapproved by Maj. Gen. 
Henry B. Crosby. USA-ret. the Police 
Commissioner. It was believed as a 
result of a conference that a compromise 
had heen reached; at least General 
Glassford initialled a statement with- 
drawing his charges. and providing for 
the creation of additional divisions in 
the Detective Bureau. General Glass- 
ford’s friends argue that his resignation 
is the culmination of the disnute arising 
out of the eviction of the Bonus march- 
ers. I wonder for what political job 
General Glassford is heading. The 
Democrats at least owe him something.

Joint Air and Anti-Aircraft 
Exercises 


Maj. Gen. H. A. Drum, Commanding 
the Fifth Corps Area, has announced in- 
teresting extensive Air Maneuvers to be 
held in May, 1933. These maneuvers 
will comprise offensive aviation against 
ground installations protected by Anti- 
Aircraft defense. Troops will be sent 
to Ft. Knox, Ky., from New York, New 
Jersey, Maryland, Michigan, Virginia, 
Alabama, Texas and Illinois to take part 
with the Regular Army of the 5th Corps 
Area. Several Reserve officers will be 
used. Cooperation will be given by the 
Chief of Air Corps, Chief of Ordnance. 
Chief of Chemical Warfare, Chief of 
Coast Artillery, Chief Signal Officer and 
by the War Department General Staff. 

A part of Fort Knox will be selected 
as vulnerable to attack by air. This 
will be defended by ground troups in- 
eluding anti-aireraft batteries of guns, 
machine guns and searchlights; an in- 
formation net with signal communica- 
tions which may extend out 100 miles, 
and a defending air force consisting of 
pursuit planes. The attacking force will 
consist of a group of bombardment and 
attack airplanes. 

The maneuvers will develop the tac- 
ties and technique of anti-aircraft artil- 
lery defense with and without the aid 
of pursnit aviation in defenders air- 
drome. The tactics, technique and equip- 
ment of the Air Corps will be tested 
and developed for both offense and de- 
fense. The responsibilities of the Com- 
manders and staffs and the duties of 
each echelon will be carefully worked 
out. 

Plans are not completed but the air 
offensive forces probably will operate 
from fields near Dayton and Cincinnati. 
The defense will nse the Ft. Knox res- 
ervation and the Louisville airport.

Sheri- 
dan, TIll.: 62d Coast Artillery (A-A). Ft. 
Totten, N. Y.: 69th Coast Artillery 
(A-A), Ft. McClelland, Ala.: Detach- 
ment, Chemical Warfare Service, Edge- 
wood Arsenal, Md.: 1st Signal Co. and 
Signal Detachment, Ft. Monmouth, 
N. J.: Bombardment and Pursuit Squad- 
rons from Langley Field. Va.; Attack 
Squadron from Ft. Crockett, Galveston, 
Tex. 

Observation Planes and pilots from 
the Organized Reserves at Bowman 
Field, Louisville. Ky.: Schoen Field, Ft. 
Benjamin Harrison, Ind.: Port Colum- 
bus. Columbus. Ohio, and Lunken Air- 
port, Cincinnati. 

The 10th Infantry Brigade from Ft. 
Benjamin Harrison, Ind. and Ft. 
Thomas, Ky.. the 1st Battalion 28th In- 
fantrv. Ft. Hayes. Columbus, Ohio. and 
the 83rd Field Artillery. Ft. Benjamin 
Harrison, Ind., will assist in the exer- 
cises. 

The 61st Coast Artillery (Anti-air- 
eraft) from Ft. Sheridan, has a 75 mm 
gun battery. a machine gun battery and 
a search-light battery, requiring 55 mo- 
tor vehicles. Its strength is 15 officers, 
and 242 enlisted men. The searchlights 
have a range of five miles and eight hun- 
dred million candlepower. It will move 
overland from Ft. Sheridan, Til.

He did. and his progress about the 
post elicited varying expressions of won- 
derment and emotion from those who 
observed his bizarre ornaments. In the 
few instances in which there seemed to 
be some stiffness attached to the smiles 
which accompanied the startled stares 
of staid senior officers, “Barney’s” prof- 
fer of a cigar from the box he carried 
had the desired softening effect. 

Many a great tradition has had its 
genesis in a less significant event, and 
it is not improbable that the honor, or 
ordeal—as you choose—of wearing 
“Barney’s Bars”. may become the tradi- 
tional privilege, or duty—again as you 
choose—of those Ft. Benning officers,

Ft. Benning Notes 

Ft. Benning, Ga.—Upon the comple- 
tion of a series of demonstrations and 
tests conducted at The Infantry School 
for the chief of infantry, under the di- 
rection of the infantry board, a fleet of 
fifteen experimental models of army 
trucks have left the post for Ft.

Distribution of the October Ft. Ben- 
ning directory marks the inauguration 
of a new system of numbering of quar- 
ters and other buildings on the post. 
The block system of indicating localities 
has been abolished and a house number- 
ing plan similar to that in vogue in 
cities has been adopted. 

In the establishment of the numbering 
system it was found necessary to change 
the names of several streets in order to 
follow a uniform plan of successive 
numbers similar to that used in city 
planning. Wickersham avenue has been 
changed to Wold avenue, East; Tucker 
Street is now McIver Avenue; Vogel 
Avenue has been changed to Vibbert 
Avenue; Rowan Street has been changed 
to Lumpkin Road; 1st Street, East and 
West, has been changed to Vogel Ave- 
nue; West Loop is now known as Gor- 
don Circle; East Loop has become Inger- 
soll Loop; and First Avenue. West, has 
been changed to Gaines Circle. 

Wold Avenue and Lumpkin Road have 
been designated as the axes from which 
the street numbers start, Wold Avenue 
marking the east and west axis, and 
Lumpkin Road the north and south axis. 
The intersection of Wold Avenue and 
Lumpkin Road divides the post into 
quadrants, and thus becomes the point 
of origin for the entire street planning 
and numbering system.

Extension Courses for Reserves 


Announcements of the Army Extension 
Courses 1932-33 are going out to all Re- 
serve Officers of the Army of the United 
States. Scores of registrations are pour- 
ing in. Last year 45,000 took these 
courses throughout the United States 
and more may be enrolled this year. 

When our National Defense Act 
created the three components of our 
Army of the United States, the Regular 
Army, the National Guard, and the Or- 
ganized Reserves, it placed upon the 
Regular Army, that is, upon the com- 
ponent whose principal job is soldiering, 





the task of training these components in 
times of peace. The methods for con- 
ducting the training of the various com- 
ponents have been gradually built up. 
The Organized Reserves present the 
most difficult and complex phase. While 
the National Guard has means of their 
own for conducting training, the Organ- 
ized Reserves although maintained as a 
permanent organization, charged with 
continuing functions on an inactive sta- 
tus, for which limited provision is made, 
has no means of its own for providing 
a military education for its members or 
for the active training of its personnel. 
It is almost wholly dependent upon the 
Regular Army for this military educa- 
tion and training. Training capacity 
for the Organized Reserves, therefore, 
is in direct proportion to the facilities 
which the Regular Army can furnish. 

The present object of these courses is 
the military training and education by 
correspondence school methods of officers 
of the Army of the United States and 
of qualified civilians who may volunteer 
for such courses. 

The War Department sets forth two 
missions for the Army Extension 
Courses. The primary mission is that of 
providing a systematic course of train- 
ing for Reserve officers or for this large 
complement of officers engaged in ci- 
vilian pursuits, in order to better fit 
them for active duty and assist them in 
preparing for promotion ; also to provide 
a means for instructing enlisted reserv- 
ists and civilians who wish to qualify 
for commissions in the Officers Reserve 
Corps, and to furnish a basis for in- 
struction in Reserve unit conferences. 

The secondary missions of these 
courses, as defined by the War Depart- 
ment, is to provide individual instruction 
for: “National Guard personnel and 
Regular Army officers on detached duty, 
and to furnish assistance in preparing 
for the resident courses at the Army 
Service Schools.” 

It is a secondary mission for individ- 
uals of the Regular Army and National 
Guard because they have other means 





for securing this military education and 
training. 

Enrollments in the Army Extension 
Courses are made by the State Military 
Area Headquarters. Instructors are de- 
signated to conduct the courses. When 
a student completes one subcourse, he is 
immediately furnished. with the next 
course so that no time is lost. 

There is no cost to the student. The 
texts and lesson material for all courses 
are furnished free to the students. How- 
ever, students are required to sign for 
the texts and are expected to return 
them upon completion of the courses. 
Extension Course material cannot be 
furnished to persons not duly enrolled 
in the courses. 

Reports of active duty training of the 
Organized Reserves show that those offi- 
cers who have taken the Hxtension 
Courses are much more efficient in the 
discharge of their professional duties 
than those officers who have not taken 
the courses. 4

Next Thursday, Oct. 27, will witness 
the eleventh annual celebration of Navy 
Day. Ships and stations everywhere 
will play host to their country, and will 
present to visitors the manifold activi- 
ties of the Navy. 

Secretary of the Navy Charles Francis 
Adams will speak over a nation-wide 
broadcast of the purpose of Navy Day. 
The Hon. Sol Bloom, Chairman of the 
National Washington Bi-Centennial Com- 
mission, which has been cooperating 
with the Navy Department in: the cele- 
bration feature George Washington and 
the Navy, will make an address during 
the same broadcast. 

Programs and features of special in- 
terest have been arranged by the Com- 
mandants of the Naval Districts for the 
activities under their command. In the 
Far East and in other foreign ports, 
ships flying the naval ensign make spe- 
cia] effort to entertain the whole Amer- 
ican colony or any American citizen who 
may be in port. 

A special feature will be the broad- 
casting by Naval Communications of 
messages from the Secretary of the 
Navy to the radio amateurs of the 
United States and of a message from 
Adm. William V. Pratt..USN, Chief of 
Naval Operations, to the American Mer- 
chant Marine. 

The Naval Observatory will be open 
to the public on Navy Day, Oct. 27. The 
head of all Departments and their as- 
sistants will be on duty during office 
hours to show the visitors through their 
divisions. 

Navy Day is the anniversary of two 
historic events connected with the devel- 
opment of American sea-power. On that 
date in 1775, the naval force of the Revo- 
lution was established by the Continen- 
tal Congress and on Oct. 27, 1858, was 
born Theodore Roosevelt, who as Presi- 
dent of the United States, was one of 
the strongest advocates for adequate 
United States Navy. This year, the 
200th anniversary of the birth of George 
Washington, during Navy Day celebra- 
tion tributes will be paid to the first 
President under whose direction the 
naval forces of the Revolution were 
formed and operated and whose advo- 
cacy of sea-power laid the foundation 
of the American Navy.

“There is no more patriotic duty before us as a people than to keep the Navy 
adequate to the needs of this country’s position.”—THroporE ROOSEVELT. 





GOVERNOR ROOSEVELT has announced that he will speak on National De- 
fense. We shall hope, in spite of evidence to the contrary, that he will disregard the 
untrue declaration in his party platform, and advocate a Navy as well as an Army 
capable of defending the vital interests of the United States. In his Pittsburgh 
speech on Wednesday night, he announced that he would cut current federal ex- 
penditures by 25%, and he reinforced this promise by stating that he would exact 
pledges from men selected for his cabinet, (1) Absolute loyalty to the Democratic 
Party and especially to its economy plank, and, (2) complete cooperation with the 
President looking to economy and reorganization in each Department. Does Mr. 
Roosevelt mean by this that the Army will lose approximately $75,000,000, and the 
Navy approximately $80,000,000 under current appropriations? What kind of a 
reorganization of the War Department and of the Navy Department is in his 
mind? If he adopt the Baruch suggestion in favor of the abolition of useless posts 
and navy yards, we may point to what has been done by the Army and the Navy 
in this respect and what they hoped to do, all advocated by President Hoover. 
But politics at the Capitol curbed this desirable reform and the same politics would 
operate against Mr. Roosevelt's recommendation. As to departmental reorganiza- 
tion, the Budget Bureau already is making a study of changes as authorized in the 
Economy Act, and orders regarding them will be sent to Congress in December 
for its approval. It is to be assumed the Governor knows these facts, and, there- 
fore, speculation attributes to him some drastic policy which may strike at the 
heart of the existing organizations. 





IT SEEMS CERTAIN THAT Representative Collins and Representative French 
will be reelected and they will continue, the one ss Chairman and the other as 
senior Republican member of the subcommittees on Army and Navy affairs of the 
House Appropriations Committee. Mr, Collins cannily ran in his old district in 
Mississippi and not in the state at large, and the United States Supreme Court 
has upheld the district plan. Knowing Mr. Collins’ pertinacity, it is to be assumed 
that he has been in communication with Mr. Roosevelt setting forth his views as to 
the size of the Army and the need of mechanization and the Governor doubtless 
has read the various articles regarding the Navy which have been published under 
Mr. French's signature. From the cooperation that occurred between Mr. Collins 
and Representative McSwain in connection with the reduction in the number of 
Army officers last winter, it is to be expected they will be in close communion 
during the coming session and especially during the next Congress. Because of the 
effect upon National Defense, we reiterate that it is of high importance that every 
candidate for Congress, as well as the presidential candidates, reveal his exact 
position on the subject. Then the people informed can vote intelligently, and we 
have no doubt what that vote would be. 





THE NATIONS STILL ARE talking disarmament, and arming! Germany 
has no intention of abandoning her claim for equality, which would mean increase 
of her strength, as France and her satellites have no intention of coming down 
to the German level. Premier MacDonald continues to maintain the British policy 
as “no rearmament but disarmament.” Premier Herriot talks generally about the 
new French plan, and gives fair words to the Hoover proposal for a one-third cut 
on land and sea. In the meantime, the League of Nations has adopted a budget 
of $6,500,000, an increase over the budget for the preceding year, but is finding 
difficulty in obtaining contributions from the several League members. Disarma- 
ment negotiations that are fruitless are considered expensive, especially by the 
poorer nations the interest of which lies in the protection consequent upon the 
weakness of their stronger neighbors. In view of the demand for economy on the 
part of the American people, we wonder if Congress will be inclined to make 
further appropriations for the American Delegation to Geneva. It may approve a 
modest sum, but with good reason there is a growing determination to eliminate 
all useless expense. 

THE DEATH OF Lindley M. Garrison, Secretary of War in the early years of 
the administration of President Wilson, recalls the stern efforts that official made 
to place the United States in a condition of defense. Mr. Garrison watched with 
absorbing interest developments in the World War, and became convinced that it 
was only a question of time before the United States would became involved. An 
ardent advocate of preparedness, he was opposed by William Jennings Bryan, Secre- 
tary of State, who preached the Biblical doctrine of swords beaten into plough- 
shares. Repeatedly Mr. Garrison urged upon the President that if the Nation 
were prepared, Germany would be less inclined to provocative acts. He further 
argued that should the country be drawn into the malestr»m, trained troops could 
immediately be employed and the preparations made vould easily assure the 
creation of an armed and equipped force able to promote American interests. A 
public demand for increased strength was growing, and Mr. Wilson became some- 
what affected by it. He permitted Mr. Garrison to submit to Congress a plan 
calling for a Regular Army of 140,000, a National Guard of 130,000 and a Con- 
tinental Army of 400,000 men. Enlistment in the latter was to be for six years, the 
service to be two months annually for the first three years, and subject to call 
for the balance of the time. Chairman Hay, of the House Military Committee 
violently opposed Mr. Garrison’s recommendation, and in the clash between the 
two men, the President inferentially disapproved the action of his subordinate, 
holding that his insistence upon the War Department plan to be “wholly un- 
justifiable.” Mr. Garrison promptly resigned because, as he said in his letter to 
the President. “it is evident that we hopelessly disagree upon what I conceive to 
be fundamental principles.” The real reason for the resignation was Mr. Garrison's 





conviction that through his plan the preparedness he considered essential would 
be assured. His Assistant. Henry Breckinridge, resigned with him. The Army 
always Will remember Mr. Garrison as a civilian of high ideals, of great adminis- 
tratiye capacity, and a patriot who believed that only by preparedness can war be 
averted, and should it occur the victory of the United States at a lesser cost 


assured.

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Regulations For Revokable Commissions—Newly commissioned officers of the Navy 
and Marine Corps who are serving under revokable commissions have evidenced 
much interest in General Order No. 229 which establishes regulations regarding re- 
apportionment of ensigns of the line at the end of two years’ service as an Officer. 
The text of the regulations were published in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL last 
week. It is provided that at the end of the two year period, the officers shall take 
rank among themselves in accordance with their relative standing based (1) upon 
fiitness reports, which shall have a weight of 10, (2) upon a professional examina- 
tion, which shall have a weight of 20, and (3) upon their Naval Academy multiple, 
which shall have a weight of 70. The professionral examination, to be conducted 
by Supervisory Boards, will consist of the following subjects: Seamanship, Navi- 
gation, Ordnance and Gunnery, Engineering (Electrical, Steam and Internal Com- 
bustion), Military Law, and Navy Regulations. Questions for the examination 
will be prepared by the Naval Examining Board, and the Board will prepare the 
final list of relative rank. Inasmuch as it is provided in the regulations that the 
Secretary “may revoke the commission of any officer * * * who fails in the exam- 
inations which are to be held prior to the expiration of the two-year period of 
such commissioned service” it is expected that failure upon any one of the exam- 
inations will renult in the revokation of the commission. It is not believed that 
the discretion allowed will be exercised except in an exception case, and that 
revokation will usually follow a failure. What will happen if an officer is ill or 
otherwise cannot take the examination, is not provided for, and it is said that 
any such case would have to be decided as a matter of law, when it arises. In 
any event, the provision for reexamination allowed officers of the Navy who fail 
upon examination for promotion, will not apply to the examination for permanent 
commission, it is said. 

One section of the regulations which was read with much gratification was 
that which said that “in the discretion of the Naval Examining Board, a subject 
satisfactorily passed in the examinations may be accepted in lieu of the same sub- 
ject in the examination for promotion to lieutenant, junior grade”. It is ex- 
pected that the Examining Board will require something higher than a bare pass- 
ing grade to exempt an officer from taking another examination in that subject. 
the following year. If the examination papers of an officer gets the approval of 
the Examining Board and he does not have to be tested in any of the subjects 
prescribed for examination for permanent commission, he will only have to prepare 
himself for examination the following year in International Law and Strategy 
and Tactics, 

Following the issuance of the Navy General Order, the Marine Corps and 
Supply Corps began drafting instructions for examination and grading of officers 
of their Corps serving under revokable commissions.

To Buy Five More Christie Tanks.—Specifications for the construction of five addi- 
tional Christie tanks have been drawn up by the Ordnance Department, and it is 
expected that proposals will be sent out within a few days. Several other bidders 
are expected to compete for the contract with Mr. Walter Christie, the inventor 
of the tanks and builder of all of the models thus far procured by the Army. 
Distribution of the new tanks has not yet been determined upon. 

The Ordnance Department opened bids this week on eight anti-aircraft prime 
movers, M-1. No award has been made as yet. 


Purchase of Goods of Domestie Origin—Recently the question arose in the War 
Department as to the procedure in the purchase of goods in cases where the 
vendor refuses, because of lack of knowledge as to the source of his supplies, to 
sign the statement certifying that all of the articles or materials he is furnishing 
are of the growth, production or manufacture of the United States. 

The Secretary of War presented the question to the Comptroller General sug- 
gesting that in such cases the purchasing officer furnish a statement with his 
voucher certifying that the vendor had refused to sign the certificate for that 
reason and adding that “As the supplies were urgently needed it was impracticable 
to seek a vendor who would execute the required certificate.” 

In reply the Comptroller stated: 

“The terms of the act of March 8, 1932, are specific in requiring that in the 
uses of appropriations for the support of the War Department ‘the Secretary of 
War shall, unless in his discretion the interests of the Government will not permit, 
purchase or contract for, * * * only articles of the growth, production, or manu- 
facture of the United States’ with certain qualifications and limitations not here 
material, the intent being to require a preference being given domestic industries 
in so far as the interests of the Government will permit. 

“Normally and in cases where the Secretary of War has not determined it to 
be in the interest of the Government to purchase or contract for articles of foreign 
growth, production or manufacture, the fact of growth, production or manufacture 
in the United States is for administrative ascertainment and establishment. 

“In cases of emergency and necessity for immediate open market purchases, 
and especially where in the circumstances the need can be acquired only from a 
single source, the end intended by the enactment to be accomplished does not require 
unduly delaying such purchase because of the refusal or inability of the vendor 
to supply information showing the article or articles to have been grown, produced 
or manufactured in the United States. 

“In the event of there being only one source of supply available it would 
appear sufficient, to support payment, to show the emergency condition, the refusal 
or inability of vendor to supply the needed facts as to origin, and that there was 
but one source of supply available; but when there is more than one source of 
supply available to the purchasing officer it would be necessary and in keeping 
with the intent of the law to show in addition, what effort, independent of the 
vendor, was made by the purchasing officer to ascertain the facts. 

“Accordingly, in specific answer to the question submitted I would suggest 
that the instructions to the purchasing officers be a requirement for a showing of 
the facts involved as herein indicated.”

New Fall Allowances for Navy Quarters.—New allowances for electricity and gas 
for naval personnel occupying public quarters have been fixed in the latest issue 
of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts Memorandum. The allowance of natura] 
or artificial gas for cooking and heating water in quarters has been increased 
about five per cent, while the allowance for electricity for the same purposes has 
been increased nearly 60 per cent. The allowances go into effect for the current 
fiscal year and if exceeded officers will be billed for the excess next July or upon 
detachment if earlier. The practice of carrying the electric current or gas for 
running mechanical refrigerators upon the meter for cooking is discontinued, and 
a flat sum will be assessed each month for the fuel for operating the refrigerator, 
The amount of this sum will vary according to the size of the refrigerator and 
the cost of fuel in the locality with the cost ranging from $.50 to more than 


$3.00 a month. . . ‘ 


Admiral Butler Spikes Old Rumor.—In order to spike an old rumor to the effect 
that a British pilot was employed by Adm. George Dewey to take the American 
fleet into Manila Bay during the capture of that port during the Spanish American 
War, a statement of Rear Adm. Henry V. Butler, USN, now Commandant of the 
Washington Navy Yard, and then aide to the late Capt. Charles V. Gridley, com- 
manding officer of Admiral Dewey’s flagship during the battle, has been framed 
and hung in the office of the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation. 

“T desire to make of record and as of my own knowledge,” Admiral Butler 
testifies, “that no civilian pilot, foreign or American, was employed on that occa- 
sion. Nor was there a pilot on board any of the other vessels of Commodore 
Dewey’s squadron. All entered the Bay in column formation, the Olympia leading.” 

Lt. Carlos G. Calkins, USN, and Ens. Arthur G. Kavanagh, USN, navigator 
and assistant navigator of the Olympia, took the squadron into Manila Bay, the 
Admiral further asserted. > - . 

Ruffles and Flourishes—Attention has been called to the fact that at the present 
time the execution of “Ruffles and Flourishes” is not uniform at all Army posts, 
that when two or more ruffles and flourishes are required, as in giving honors 
for a major general some confusion has resulted from the fact that Army Regu 
lations 375-1 does not prescribe clearly the exact manner. It is noted, for ex 
ample, that at the Infantry School, Ft. Benning, the bugles and drums are 
sounded separately, first the drums and then the bugles. In the Canal Zone De 
partment, however, the bugles and drums are sounded alternately, first the drums, 
next the bugles, then the drums, and last the bugles again. At West Point, the 
bugles and drums are sounded simultaneously. The question came up at the 
War Department this week, where after consultation of the Training Manual, 
section 2000-5, paragraph 20, inquiries were advised that the latter method is the 
correct one.

Army Retirements—The retirement of Col. Frank L. Wells, Inf, for age on Oct. 31, 
1932, was announced in special orders issued this week.

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Joint Service Air Standards—The eighth annual Army-Navy Standards conference 
was held recently at Wright Field, Dayton, O. The purpose of this conference is 
the standardization of aircraft parts, materials, equipment, and tests methods used 
py the Army and Navy, with a view to avoiding duplication of work by the two 
services and the elimination of consequent expense of such duplication to the 
Government. 

Manufacturers also take part in these conferences, and for them, through the 
agreements and understandings arrived at, it means a reduction of the number of 
jigs. dies and fixtures necessary for the articles and materials supplied. The 
conferences are held once each year alternately at Wright Field and the Naval 
Aircraft Factory. Notable progress was accomplished through the eight years of 
this cooperation. All through the year the standardization sub-committees of the 
separate services are at work, each in its own service, determining upon its own 
desired standards. These are presented for the acceptance of both services and 
for the comments of manufacturers at these meetings.

Air Corps Non-Com. Promotion.—Considerable furor was created this week in Air 
Corps circles with the change in the manner of promoting to the grades of master 
and technical sergeant in that arm. The new plan is described in detail in Air 
Corps Circular No. 25-2, the text of which was published in the ARMy aNnp Navy 
JouRNAL last week. The present system, under which promotions are made as a 
result of annual examinations, will be discarded on Jan. 1, 1933, and promotion 
from the eligible lists made up from the examination standings, will be discon- 
tinued on that date. New lists will be made up and go into effect the first of the 
year. Those lists will be made up of men recommended for promotion arranged 


on the basis of seniority. a s 


America As a Factor in Disarmament.—President Hoover pointed out in his Cleve- 
land speech that the blame for the world-wide economic depression cannot be laid 
at the door of Uncle Sam. A study of the League of Nations latest armaments 
Year Book likewise shows that this country is not responsible for the armament 
ills of the world today. 

There are about six and a half million soldiers in the standing armies of the 
world. This figure includes the forces of the various factions in China said to 
number about 1,800,000. Over half of the world total are in Europe and if we 
add colonial armies European countries account for 62%, Asia and Africa add 
33%, leaving 5% for the two Americas. The United States maintains 2% of the 
world total including outlying garrisons and the Philippine Scouts. 

Armies are used to maintain the national defense against external foes and 
to secure domestic tranquility against riot, rebellion and revolution. That is why 
the defeated powers in the World War were allowed certain armies regulated as 
to size and as to weapons. As to size the ratio for all the defeated powers works 
out to about one soldier for every five hundred inhabitants. The United States 
has one soldier for every one thousand population or half the ratio allowed the 
vanquished powers. The independent countries of Latin America have about 
twice the ratio maintained by the United States; the peaceful countries of Scandi- 
navia about three times the ratio; Europe as a whole, six times; and France with 
her allies of the Little Entente, ten times the American ratio. 

It is evident that disarmament, if it is to be a factor in world economic 
recovery, must be practiced by Europe. 

What are the chances in that direction? 

Germany has given notice of intention to throw off the restrictions of the 
Treaty of Versailles. Soviet Russia is fearful of an onslaught by capitalistic 
countries on the one hand and plots the propagation of communism by force on 
the other. Italy seeks a place in the sun, meaning more colonies, and France 
intends to retain her hegemony of the continent. 

In other parts of the world, Japan has clearly indicated its belief that domina- 
tion of Manchuria is essential to its future development and its intention to stay 
there whether or not its conduct the past year on the Asian mainland is violative 
of treaties, pacts and covenants. China, with one-fourth of the inhabitants of the 
globe, is disorganized and chaotic. Many of the American republics have changed 
governments through armed revolution in the past few years and subject peoples 
throughout the world are in ferment. Mankind is enmeshed in his own misman- 
agement. 

To this discouraging situation the wishful prophets of a new era say that men 
have learned and will no longer tolerate the scourge of war or the burden of 
armaments. It may be so. Yet the people in the world who have anything to say 
about the course of government are in a minority. Half the people of the world 
are governed by some sort of dictatorship, whether of the proletariat, the fascists 
or the common garden variety of rule with the aid of the military or else are in 
the course of revolution and chaos. Many millions more are subject peoples. . 

What of the more enlightened minority? Public opinion in France, despite 
a left-wing government, supports its present military. The feeble outeries against 
aggression in Japan were drowned in a tumult of acclaim for the victors. The 
nationalist government in Britain is only a name. Leadership there is wholly 
conservative with a hoary tradition for “ruling the waves.” 

In all this confusion armies are maintained at high levels. Some of them 
with sound reason. “The function of force,” said Mahan, “is to give moral ideas 
time to take root.” ‘ 

A dispassionate survey of the situation leads to the conclusion that no nation 
can lead the way out through itself cultivating weakness and until others reduce 
their armaments it would be folly for America to further reduce its defenses.

The Lytton Report 


(Last week the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL began publication of details of 
the report of the Lytton Commission, of 
which Maj. Gen. Frank R. McCoy was 
a member. This week’s installment is 
from the second chapter of the report 
and deals with recent relations between 
China and Russia, particularly with in 
respect to Manchuria.) 

After the adherence of Manchuria to 
the Nanking Government, nationalist 
spirit increased in strength, and the ef- 
forts of the U. S. 8S. R. to maintain pre- 
dominating control over the railway 
were, more than ever before, resented. 
In May, 1929, an attempt was made to 
liquidate the last remnants of the Rus- 
sian sphere of interest: The attack 
started with a raid on the Soviet con- 
sulates at various places by the Chinese 
police, who made many arrests and 
claimed to have found evidence proving 
that a communist revolution was being 
plotted by employees of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment and of the Chinese Eastern 
Railway. In July, the telegraph and 
telephone systems of the railway were 
seized, and many important Soviet or- 
ganizations and enterprises were forcibly 
closed down. 

Finally, the Soviet Manager of the 
railway was requested to hand over the 
management to a Chinese appointee. He 
refused to do so, and was thereupon for- 
bidden to carry on his duties. The 
Chinese authorities replaced freely mem- 
bers of the Soviet staff by their own 
nominees, many Soviet citizens were ar- 
rested, and some were deported. 

The Chinese justified the violent ac- 
tion taken on the ground that the Soviet 
Government had broken its pledge not 
to engage in propaganda directed against 
the political and social systems of China. 
The Soviet Government, in its note of 
May 30, denied the charge. 


Action of the U. S. S. R. 

In consequence of the forcible liquida- 
tion of the remaining Russian rights 
and interests the Soviet Government de- 
cided to take action. After the exchange 
of several notes, it recalled from China 
its diplomatic and commercial represen- 
tatives, and all its nominees to posts in 
the Chinese Eastern Railway, and se- 
vered all railway communications be- 
tween its territory and China. China, 
likewise. broke off relations with the 
U. S. S. R. and withdrew all Chinese 
diplomatic officers from Soviet territory. 
Raids by Soviet troops across the Man- 
churian border began, and developed into 
a military invasion in November, 1929. 

After having suffered defeat and se 
vere loss of prestige, the Manchurian 
authorities to whom the Nanking Gov- 
ernment entrusted the settlement of the 
dispute were forced to accept the de- 
mands of the U. S. S. R. Protocol of 
Habarovsk, December 22, 1929. On Dec. 
22, 1929. a protocol was signed at Haba- 
rovsk whereby the status quo was re- 
established. 

During the dispute the Soviet Govern- 
ment had always taken the position, in 
answer to various Memoranda from 
third Power signatories to the Pact of 
Paris, that her action had been taken 
in legitimate self-defense and could in 
no way be interpreted as a breach of 
that agreement. 

Relations Regarding Manchuria 

Before describing the interests of 
Japan in Manchuria. a brief reference 
must be made in this account of the 
position of Russia in Manchuria, to the 
relations between that country and Ja- 
pan since 1905. 

It is an interesting fact that the war 
between Russia and Japan was followed 
almost immediately by a policy of close 
cooperation, and when peace was con- 
cluded they were able to strike a satis- 
factory balance between their respective 
spheres of interest in North and South 
Manchuria. Such traces of the conflict 
as might have remained behind were 
rapidly effaced by controversies with 
other Powers who wanted to engage ac- 
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tively in the development of Manchuria. 
The fear of other rivals hastened the 
process which was reconciling the two 
countries. The Treaties of 1907, 1910, 
1912, 1916 brought the two countries 
progressively closer together. 

Effect of Russian Revolution 

‘The Russian revolution of 1917, fol. 
lowed by the declarations of the Soviet 
Government of July 25, 1919, and of 
October 27, 1920, regarding its policy 
towards the Chinese people and, later, 
by the Sino-Soviet agreements of May 
31, 1924, and September 20, 1924, shat- 
tered the basis of Russo-Japanese under- 
standing and cooperation in Manchuria. 
This fundamental reversal of policy 
radically changed the relations of the 
three Powers in the Far East. 

Moreover, the Allied intervention 
(1918-20) with its aftermath of friction 
between the Japanese and Soviet forces 
in Siberia (1920-22) had accentuated 
the change in the relations between 
Japan and Russia. The attitude of the 
Soviet Government gave a strong impe- 
tus to China’s nationalistic aspirations. 
As the Soviet Government and the Third 
International had adopted a policy op- 
posed to all imperialist Powers which 
maintained relations with China on the 
basis of the existing treaties, it seemed 
probable that they would support China 
in the struggle for the recovery of sover- 
eign rights. 

This development revived all the old 
anxieties and suspicions of Japan to- 
wards her Russian neighbor. This coun- 
try, with which she had once been at 
war, had, during the years which fol- 
lowed that war, become a friend and 
alley. Now this relationship was 
changed, and the possibility of a danger 
from across the North Manchurian bor- 
der again became a matter of concern 
to Japan. The likelihood of an alliance 
between the Communist doctrines in the 
north and the anti-Japanese propaganda 
of the Kuomintang in the south made 
the desire to impose between the two a 
Manchuria which should be free from 
both increasingly felt in Japan. Ja- 
panese misgivings have been still further 
increased in the last few years by the 
predominant influence acquired by the 
U. 8S. S. R. in Outer Mongolia and the 
growth of communism in China. 

The Convention concluded between 
Japan and the U. S. 8S. R. in January, 
1925, served to establish regular rela- 
tions, but did not revive the close co- 
operation of the pre-revolution period.

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Ship Scrapping Program | 

The Shipping Board has accepted the 
bid submitted by the Boston Iron and 
Metal Company of Baltimore, for the | 
scrapping of 124 vessels, which the ; 
Board had previously advertised, and 
upon which bids.were received on Sept. 
30, 1932. The accepted bid was on prop- 
osition No. 2 at the price of $1.51 per 
gross ton of recoverable material. The 
contract to be executed by the parties 
will be submitted to the Board for ap- 
proval prior to execution, and will in- 
clude the provision that the right is 
reserved to withdraw such of the vessels 
bid for as the Board may elect, with the 
privilege at the discretion of the Board 
of substituting other vessels for vessels 
which may be withdrawn. 

It is anticipated that the work in- 
volved will insure employment for about 
600 men for a period of approximately 
three years. 

This plan marks a forward step in the 
efforts of the Board to further reduce 
the idle tonnage over-hanging the Amer- 
ican shipping situation. The idle ves- 
sels in the hands of the Shipping Board 
will be reduced from 265 to 141. In 
addition, the Board has 100 vessels in 
active operation spread among the five 
lines in the hands of managing operators 
under the lump sum agreement.

(Continued from First Page) 
been the leadership of our commander- 
in-chief, President Hoover. He has used 
all the powers of his high office to main- 
tain conciliatory relations between capi- 
tal and labor and to cushion the impact 
of the depression by keeping the fall in 
wages behind the fall in prices. But 
there has been yet another factor work- 
ing for social and economic stability and 
for the maintenance of law and order. 
That is the National Guard. I venture 
to say that there has not been a single 
day in the past year when the Guard of 
some state has not been on duty, ad- 
ministering relief, mitigating suffering 
or maintaining the majesty of our insti- 
tutions. Its record has been a splendid 
one. 

“Its work has been accomplished with 
a maximum of skill and has been at- 
tended by a minimum of violence. The 
Guard is universally respected and main- 
tains its own self-respect. When it is 
injected into a situation thinking citi- 
zens know automatically that it stands 
for law and for the enforcement of that 
law without fear and without favor. 
For its fine work in these difficult times 
the National Guard is worthy of the 
highest praise.” 

The report of Maj. Gen. Robert J. 
Travis, of Savannah, Ga., as president 
of the Association, was illuminating and 
interesting, revealing the many and diffi- 
cult problems that arose during the 
trying year and the tireless efforts put 
forth by the president and his aides to 
off-set the dangers that threatened the 
National Guard. 

General Travis outlined the strenuous 
fight made in connection with the annual 
appropriation bill and the effort to incor- 
porate therein a provision which would 
have reduced the number of armory 
drills below the minimum of 48 set in 
the National Defense Act. He related the 
effort made to consumate a deal with 
the National Guard officers to reduce the 
strength of the Regular Army which deal 
General Travis promptly rejected. 

“It early developed,” General Travis 
reported, “that the committee on Mili- 
tary Appropriations desired to reduce 
the number of officers in the Regular 
Army by 4,000 and the suggestion was 
made to us that if our organization 
would not oppose this cut, we could pro- 
cure a substantial increase in the amount 
allowed us in the budget. Regarding the 
efficiency of the military establishment 
as of paramount importance to us, we 
were unwilling to accept this proposi- 
tion.” 

Later, after having appeared before 
the appropriation committee on defense 
of the National Guard items, General 
Travis related in his report that “the 
Chairman of this committee, the Hon. 
Ross Collins of Mississippi, submitted 
to your President, through the Chief of 
the Militia Bureau, General Leach, an 
offer to give the National Guard 100% 
interchangeability on all items so that 
savings effected upon one item could be 
used upon another, eliminating the re- 
strictions as to the number of drills and 
attendance at field training camps. Your 
President was informed that the Chief 
of Staff desired his acceptance of this 
offer by Mr. Collins. I felt quite sure 
that the savings that could be effected 
on other items would not be sufficient 
to provide for 48 drills and 15 days field 
training for the present strength of the 
Guard and therefore notified General 
Leach that we would be unwilling to 
accept this proposition, suggesting, how- 
ever, that Mr. Collins make a further 
agreement specifically providing that if 
the savings thus to be effected were in- 
sufficient to provide for 48 drills and 15 
days field training for the present 
strength of the Guard, that we should 
have the right to create a deficiency and 
procure an appropriation to take care 
thereof. A day or so later this proposi- 
tion was accepted by Mr. Collins.” 

However. this was not to be the final 
solution of the problem, for when the bill 
reached the floor, General Travis said, it

Financial Digest 

The Federal Reserve Board’s condition 
statement of weekly reporting member 
banks in leading cities on Oct. 12 shows 
increases for the week of $99,000,000 in 
total loans and investments, $101,000,00 
in net demand deposits and $16,000,000 
in time deposits, and decreases of $43. 
000,000 in Government deposits and $29. 
000.000 in reserve balances with Federal 
reserve banks. Borrowings of weekly 
reporting member banks from Federal 
reserve banks remained unchanged. 

Loans on securities declined $16,000, 
000 at reporting member banks in the 
New York district and $14,000,000 at all 
reporting member banks, and increased 
$6.000,000 in the Boston district. “Al 
other” loans increased $39,000,000 in the 
New York district and $11,000,000, at all 
reporting member banks, and declined 
$9.000,000 in the San Francisco district, 
$7,000,000 in the Chicago district and 
$6,000,000 in the Boston district. 

Holdings of United States Government 
securities increased $71.000,000 in the 
New York district and $61,000,000 at all 
reporting member banks, and declined 
$7,000,000 in the Chicago district. Holé- 
ings of other securities increased $30, 
000,000 in the New York district, $6,000; 
000 in the Chicago district and $41,000- 
000 at all reporting banks.

EFFICIENCY OF ENLISTED MEN 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 

So many suggestions have been made 
in regard to improving the efficiency of 
the Army enlisted man I wonder if any 
more would be welcome? If so, here are 
smme views from one whose efficiency 
would be improved. 

Consider first pay and promotion. Pay 
in the Army is entirely too low in the 
lower grades. Compare it with the pay 
of our sister service the Navy. Accord- 
ing to the report to the League of Na- 
tions prior to the disarmament confer- 
ence (published in ARMY AND Navy 
JovrxaL June «20, 1931) the pay and 
allowances for non-commissioned officers 
and men were—Army, $68,509,990; Navy, 
$78,127,618. Yet Army enlisted strength 
exceeded that of the Navy by 27,791 
men at the time of that report: 98,111 
Naval enlisted men were drawing nearly 
10 million dollars more than 125,902 
soldiers. This difference is even greater 
since some 15 to 20 thousand Marines 
were ineluded in the Naval statement; 
Marine pay being practically the same 
asfor the Army. Those are facts which 
need no explaining, except by the people 
who pass pay laws. Promotion—Officers 
are doing considerable kicking about 
their promotion but how does it compare 
with the enlisted man’s chances? Four 
per cent (or more) of all officers are 
colonels. Four-tenth of one per cent of 
all enlisted men are master sergeants! 
And if one-half of all officers had to be 
second-lieutenants just as half of the 
enlisted men are privates—then there 
might be just cause for complaint. Sug- 
gestions—Increase the number of non- 
commissioned officers, especially in the 
regiments of line troops. Make battalion 
sergeant majors master sergeants. Re- 
gimental “color sergeants” could be tech- 
nical sergeants. Platoon sergeants, or at 
least one for each company, troop, or 
battery, should be staff sergeants. Pro- 
vide for more warrant officers. Accord- 
ing to the World Almanac, 1931, there 
were 50,289 civilian employees. Would 
it it be possible to transfer some 2000 
of these positions for this purpose? Pro- 
vide warrant ratings in the various 
trades for which the Army has schools; 
also a rating to correspond with Marine 
Gunner in the Marine Corps for the line 
Soldier whose chance to attend one of 
these schools is about nil. As for pro- 
moting enlisted men from the ranks to 
4 commission—it just won’t be done in 
Peace time even in this great democracy 
of ours. When a man enlists in the 
Army he not only ceases to be a “gentle- 
man,” but even a man in the mind of 
officers (with some exceptions) whose 
influence is very potent among the law 
makers on this subject. An ex-enlisted 
man could never be trusted in “society” 
—the all-ithportant duty of the peace 
- Officer. Enough said on that sub- 


A professional Army. Recently, ac- 
‘ording to some sources, the War De- 
partment made the statement that it 
Would rather enlist new men than to 
have discharged men reenlist so that a 
sreater number of men can be trained. 
With an Army the size of ours wouldn’t 
tae much better to make it a profes- 
> nae army and train the men to be 
4 cers and non-coms in a greater “Na- 
nal Army” which would be necessary 
n case of war with any first class 
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power? Taking my own case for exam- 
ple: After six years service I am soon 
to be discharged. According to its re- 


ported statement the War Department 


would rather I’d not reenlist so that 
they could “train” a new man. What 
I would do, of course, don’t concern 
them—but it does me. The recruiting 
posters state that the Army will teach 
you a trade. The only trade it has 
taught me is the trade of arms; not of 
much value except in the racketeering 
business. (I wonder just how many 
gargsters from Al Capone to the ama- 
teur who holds up the corner drug store 
received their training in Uncle Sam’s 
liberal School of Arms, the U. 8. Army?)

National Guard Convention 
(Continued from Preceding Page) 
carried a provision limiting the main- 
tenance of certain units to the amounts 
carried in the bill. But they procured 
an amendment which was accepted by 
Mr. Collins and “this objectionable lan- 
guage, which was not in accordance with 
our agreement.” was stricken from the 
bill. In this form the measure was en- 

acted. 

Now, General Travis informed the As- 
sociation, a situation has arisen which 
threatens to off-set all the work lead- 
ing to the enactment of the appropria- 
tion bill and the agreement with Mr. 
Collins. 

“We are informed,” he declared that 
the War Department has been directed 
to offer no deficiency bill to take care of 
a shortage in National Guard pay for 
field training and armory drills. If this 
has been done, it is done in the fact of 
the definite agreement incorporated in 
the report of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee. The Acts of Congress required 
48 drills and 15 days field training. The 
rates of pay are fixed by law. It is just 
as much a duty of Congress to pay these 
officers and men for the services actually 
rendered as it is to pay the salary fixed 
by law of his Excellency the President. 
In our opinion, the obligation is contrac- 
tual. It was only upon this definite as- 
surance by the Committee which I have 
referred to hereinbefore that we sus- 
pended our fight before Congress to in- 
crease the appropriation at this time. I 
feel quite confident that Mr. Collins and 
his associates will live up to their agree- 
ment in perfect good faith. With full 
respect to his Excellency, the President, 
and the professed desire on the part of 
these officials to effect economies, it is 
my recommendation to the Association 
that if such a direction be given to the 
Militia Bureau, that we go to the bat on 
this proposition and make a fight before 
Congress to carry out this agreement and 
pay these officers and men the amount 
due them. If millions upon millions can 
be loaned with little hope of repayment, 
if public funds can be advanced to for- 
eign powers, subsequent to the World 
War—funds directly traceable to the 
building of military armament by these 
powers—certainly the government ought 
not to hesitate to pay its just obligations 
to these volunteers who constitute a part 
of the pitifully small military defense 
upon which we are forced to rely.” 

This summer, the report stated, a con- 
ference was held with the Adjutants 
General of the various states to effect 
savings in National Guard items. Now, 
he declared, “It is our impression that 
even more drastic cuts have been pro- 
posed by the Militia Bureau than those 
suggested at that time, but it is our 
understanding that these matters have 
been, or will be, included in the report 
of the Chief of the Militia bureau at 
this session.” 

“During the summer,” General Travis 
continued, “your President was called 
over the long distance phone by Colonel 
Waldron, Executive of the Militia Bu- 
reau, with the statement that the De- 
partment desired to limit further enlist- 
ments in the Guard. We did not feel 
that the pitifully small defensive force 
which our government now maintains 
should be further reduced. Such a re- 
duction was not contemplated by the 
agreement with the House committee. 
And our opposition was voiced to the 
Executive of the Militia Bureau and com- 
municated to Brig. Gen. Immel, Presi- 
dent of the Adjutants General Associa- 
tion, who stood with us in opposing this 
proposed limitation.” 

jeneral Travis related the dedication 
of the National Guard Memorial Salon 
in Pershing Hall in Paris. In speaking 
there, he said, he had occasion to refer 
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to the service of the National Guard 
Divsions in France, “without detracting 
from the glorious record of Regular 
Army and National Army Divisions.” 
Among other things he said that the 
Regular Army Divisions suffered 83,542 
casualties, the National Army Divisions, 
61,500, and the National Guard Divisions, 
100,219. 

“IT have been notified officially,” Gen- 
eral Travis stated, “by the Adjutant 
General’s Department of the Army that 
all United States land forces had been 
merged into one army and that such 
descriptive appellations as Regular 
Army, National Guard and National 
Army were discontinued. The communi- 
eation from the Adjutant General’s of- 
fice apparently did not entirely approve 
of my intention to refer to these divi- 
sions as National Guard divisions, but 
the very data furnished by the War De- 
partment showing the casualties, to-wit, 
an extract from the annual report of the 
Secretary of War, 1926, relating to bat- 
tle casualties, and the War Department 
publication, “The war with Germany”, 
by Col. Leonard P. Ayres, refer to those 
divisions as National Guard Divisions.”

sional leaders last spring, the appropria- 
tions for this year for the National 
Guard were considerably reduced, with 
the understanding that a _ deficiency 
might be created if necessary for the 
holding of number of drills required by 
law. It was found possible that the 
drills could be held by transferring 
money from other Nationa] Guard items 
and by utilizing funds appropriated for 
ammunition for the National Guard. As 
is the practice,- the National Guard 
would have paid the War Department 
about two million dollars fer ammuni- 
tion. Old ammunition in the war reserve 
would have been issued to the Guard and 
new ammunition would have been bought 
by the War Department. Thus this year 
there will be no addition made .to the 
war reserve from this source. 

Except in this way, the other com- 
ponents of the Army are not affected 
by the fact that there will be no defi- 
ciency created. The Navy is not affected, 
either. 

Faced with departmental estimates 
pared to the bone, the Bureau of the 
Budget is planning to take the major 
part of the half billion dollar budget 
slash ordered by the President from 
public building projects, it is understood. 

Even by ruthlessly slashing the Gov- 
ernmental departments and bureaus, not 
more than a hundred or a hundred and 
fifty million dollars can be saved, it is 
estimated. Some method of reducing 
the huge appropriations for veterans not 
injured in war is being sought, but re- 
duction in the public works program is 
being considered as the only practical 
way of effecting the curtailment. 

It is being speculated that in the event 
of a Democratic victory next month, 
none of the appropriation bills will be 
considered at the next session, but that 
they will be taken wp at a special ses- 
sion of the next Congress beginning in 
March. Governor Roosevelt has been 
urging reduction of Governmental ex- 
penses and if he is elected President, it 
is said that he plans to hold up the 
annual supply bills until after he as- 
sumes office, so that he could carry out 
his reduction plan immediately. The 
bills could be delayed simply by inac- 
tion of the leaders of the House.

Use Blasting Powder 


A. study has been made by Picatinny 
Arsenal to determine whether commer- 
cial blasting powder which is made with 
sodium nitrate as a base, is suitable to 
replace Army Black Powder in loading 
blank ammunition. The sodium nitrate 
black powder is much cheaper than reg- 
ular black powder and the use of the 
former is desirable from the standpoint 
of economy. In testing blank rounds 
loaded with the sodium nitrate powder, 
considerable difficulty was first encoun- 
tered in securing a sufficiently loud re- 
port. It was found that the standard 
closing cup did not offer sufficient con- 
finement but that if a felt wad of the 
type formerly used in blank ammunition 
were used to reinforce the closing cup, 
reports comparable to those obtained 
with Army Black Powder resulted. By 
controlling the granulation of the blast- 
ing powder no appreciable amount was 
expelled from the muzzle upon firing. 
A specification has been prepared for 
use in purchasing the proper size of 
blasting powder for this purpose. 





Army Ordnance Notes 

The Cartridge storage case T-5 for 
propelling charges for 6” Gun, M1897- 
M1-08, has been increased in length and 
standardized as cartridge storage case 
M-5, adaptable to charges for 6” Gun, 
M1897-M1-08 and 155 mm Gun, M1917- 
1918 M1. The M-5 case is designed with 
the rim band around the mouth of the 
case which makes the wooden shipping 
cover, formerly used in the old Mk. I 
case, unnecessary.

Pilot test models of experimental light 
tripod mounts to be used with the 
Browning tank machine gun, Model 
1919A2, are being completed at Rock 
Island Arsenal for test by the Services. 

A test model of the ground type tripod 
with added anti-aircraft features has 
also been completed at Rock Island Ar- 
senal and shipped to Aberdeen Proving 
Ground for an Ordnance test which will 
precede the service test of this tripod.

An investigation is being made of the 
characteristics of springs for firing pins 
in Browning machine guns in order to 
eliminate the excessive number of types 
now used. 

The subject of supplying muzzle at- 
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tachments and recoil checks for aircraft 
machine guns is being investigated for 
the purpose of obtaining one unit which 
will be suitable for either a fixed or a 
flexibly mounted gun. The method of 
locking these elements to the barrel 
jacket is also being investigated. 

As a matter of general information, 
the following is quoted from an indorse- 
ment from the Ordnance Office to The 
Adjutant General: 

“There are two general types of 80 
e/m range finders in use in the Army: 

(1) The roller type, in which ranges 
are obtained by the movement of prisms 
inside of the instrument with a wedge 
which is operated by the observer turn- 
ing a roller on the outside of the instru- 
ment. 

(2) The azimuth type, in which no 
optical elements are moved, but ranges 





are obtained by revolving the fixed base 
line of the instrument, in azimuth. 
There is an adjusting or calibrating nut 
provided on this instrument, the use of 
which is often confused with the roller 
referred to above. 

“The difficulty referred to herein with 
the use of 80 c/m range finder, M1917, 
an azimuth type instrument, is consid- 
ered largely due to insufficient instruc- 
tions in the use of the instrument. 

“It has been the experience of this 
office that troops properly trained in the 
use of this instrument have been able 
to obtain very satisfactory results. The 
main difficulty in the field has been the 
use by troops of the adjusting nut in 
obtaining ranges in a manner similar to 
the use of the roller in the roller type 
range finders; whereas, when the instru- 
ment has been set and calibrated by the 
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use of the adjusting nut, ranges are 9p. 
tained by revolving instrument in azj. 
muth only, and not by moving the aq. 
justing nut. 

“There is enclosed a copy of instrue. 
tions for use of this instrument, and jt 
is requested that an officer in this orgap. 
ization be required to familiarize himsel 
with the operation and use of the instry. 
ment and instruct the personnel in the 
regiment. If, after following these jp. 
structions, difficulties are still had, re. 
port should be made, giving details o¢ 
these difficulties. 

“The 80 c/m range finder, M1917, js 
not obsolete nor is it considered inaccy. 
rate when properly operated. 

“The 80 c/m range finders on hand 
are practically all of this type, and no 
funds are available for procurement of 
additional range finders of roller type.”
